Renault flobinson, executive directer of ihe 
League said, folio win# tb is disdosure, that the 
FBI kept a mhtcl file on the League even 
belore its inception on July 12, 1968, as 
re portod in the Chicago Defender* 

Rnbinson pointed nut that the dossier 
comphed ïn two notubooks, contained more 
ihan 500 pages of Information, including 
telephone convereaticms, speeches and organi- 
National goals secretly rulled by the FBI ïn an 
effort to"connect the AAPL with organizations 
Eike the Black Pa rit her Party 

There is one report on a telfphone 
convers at ion bet ween a WLS radio news 
reporter and Black Panther Party headquarters 
rogaitiing a rally planned in support of the 
PatroLmen’s League. Anóther telephone con- 
versation is reported botween fermer Chicago 
Daily Xetvs reporter Lu Palm er and t hen Black 
Panther Party coördinator Kobert Kush. The 
PalrolniwVs League was mentioned in the 
con verse tion. 

The files were subpoenaed by ihe city of 
Chicago in u pol i ee discrimination case wath the 
intention of pro ving Ihut federal agencies. as 
welï as the city itself, spied en the League and 
its fbunding mombers, ïïohinson leid the 
Dêfender.

shuring funds for lood use — will 
be brought into the mainstream 
of Gak land city government 
slructurc vinder an Office of 
Comm u ni l y 1 De vel o p ment. 

Just onc week before, at 
another jampacked Thursday 
morning work sessïon, the» City 
Council rejected lts own cOnsUl- 
tiini’s study on citiien participa- 
tion in the CJ) program — which 
earmarks $12.7 mtllion for Oak 
land in its first year and 
adepted the district Iwürd plan 
forwarded bv OCCUK (Oakland 
Citizen s’ Committee for Urban 
Bene wol}. 

OCCUK s plan establishes 10 
district boards, saven for the 
poor, minor ity flati and s areas and 
three fur the rïch. predominantlv 
White Oaklund hills. OCCUR was 
prcviously voted as the officiül 
city ‘'fadlkalor" for the CD 
program. It also strongly backed 
the iKKtrds' domend to hire their 
uw M staff of one professional and 
one clerical wbrker for tach 
district.

June lO, 1940 

Bom in Jamaica, West Imlivs, 
Marrus Moyïah Garvey ca me to 
America and built One of the 
firsl and sirongest organized 
mass movemente amotig Black 
people. “Up You Mighty Race.” 
Garvey tlmndereri, “you wül 
acCümpUöh what you wtö, 1 ' 
Using as a slogan. "Africe for 
Africatiiv at home and abroad,'' 
Marrus Garvey preached ihe 
‘ gospel of a united Afriea under 
the ruleof Black men and, in the 
process, recruited thousands of 
Black Amèricans into liis extra- 
ordinarv nationalist move ment 
Garvey provided his folio wers 
with gigentic mess parades and 
rallies, uniforms and pagenntry, 
glorifying everything Black and 
fnu liiüi. ;i nuw sense of pride in 
Black peoplc. Garvey was also 
an excellent fundraiser. Dis- 
tinguifthed Black poet James 
Weldon Johnson esiïmated that 
Garvey once collected §10 mil- 
lion in a single onc-yeor perïod. 
With the funds, he organized 
Black cooperatives, the Black 
Star Lines tu commercial stcam- 
ship venturel, and a private, 
nll - Black army. Arrested in 192& 
on false charges of using the 
mails to defrttud, Garvey was 
framed, convicted and sent to a 
fudéral penitent iary in Atlanta. 
Jn December, 1927, Ma reus 
Garvey w r a5 deported. He dïed ia 
Loiidon, Engbnd, on June 10, 
1940

Jack Johnson, a legendary 
prizefighter whose flamboyant 
career as the first Black man lo 
huid the heavyw'eight hoving 
Crown caused him to bt 1 hmmd- 
ed around the world by govem- 
ment authorities, died in Ra* 
leigh, North CaroLina, on June 
1D, 1946.

Harlem Gets Police 
Dispute Center 

(New York. N,Y„) — A commii- 
nity-based mediatiem center for 


whaL ore doscribed as "minor 
dispute-s" between poHcemoii 
and members of the community 
was opened in Harlem recently 
The center, under the auspices of 
the Instftuto fm Mediation and 
Conflict Resolution. is the first 
of its kind in the country, 

Sïtuated at *102 West H5th 
Street, the center wil! employ 
community resident» who have 
undergone foor months of train¬ 
ing in arhitration and mediation 
to handle cases such ns harnss- 
menti domestic disputea and 
other "losser crimes between 
friénds, relatives and iieigh- 
hórs." according to Rasil A, 
Pa ter sun. the Inslitute’s head. 

The cases wil! be refmed to 
the center by police officers dther 
direetly from the scene of the 
incident or from the stat ion house 
if the disputams agree on such a 
emirse of act ion + A th ree-persen 
panel wijl then beur the case and 
if the parties themselves cannot 
agree on a resokilion, the panel 
wil! impose one. 

Rationale for the establishment 
of the center argues that it will 
free (wdice officers "for more 
seriou» crimes" and help unclog 
the courts. "A lot of these cases 
just get bogged down in the 
courta now K " Kda Marris, a social 
werker and One of 2*1 persons so 
fur tramed by the Institute, lold 
the The New York Times 

"They really don't belong in 
thé court system. These peoplè 
are going back to the community^ 
theyII see each other. They need 
0 resolution they can live with." 

New York City Police Commis- 
sioner Mirhdél Codd said that it 
made "very little sense" U> 
héiidle disputés m courts and 
"kaap our valuable police power 
tied up raiher than bdng in the 


streets attending Lo more serious 
crimes, " 

Histrict Attomey Robort M-

DEPRIVATIONS AFFECTING 

VISITINCj 

The ramifieations of Adjust- 
ment Center confinement per- 
vade all aspects of prison lïfe-4 
converting each activity, minor nr 
major, mto pain and humilialion, 
Though. in the large. plaintiffs 
are hopelessly denied any paroie 
possibility, they are also denied 
even the smal! plcusure of 
physicaJ comfort from the closest 
members of their families, 

Visiting assumes an in>por- 
tance equal to the immense 
depri vat ion of Adjustment Center 
confinement. When they should 
be receiving more physïcöl con¬ 


tact. more visiting to compensate 
for the intolerabihty of their 
isblation, plaintiffs gel less than 
cme fourth of the visits to w r hich 
mainline prisoners are entitled. 

Visitors enduro houra of wait- 
ir]g time. especially on crowded 
weehenda when wait^ for vis its 
w r ith those on the first tier of the 
Adjustment Center will reach five 
hours if there are so rntmy us six 
visitors for men on the first tier 
who are limited to the use of two 
visiting rooms. Somo visitors wait 
all day only to be turned away as 
visits end at 2^00 or 3:0(1 p.m. 

The visiting restrictions — 
plaintiffs are chained in traveling 
genr and secluded in a glass 
w-ut led room from their visitors — 
make visits so painful that some 
of plaintiffs have as keel their 
families and lovod ones not to 
come to aee them, 

The visiting deficiencies have 
not escape d the defendants' 
noilce: The chief paychiulrist says 
that the prisoners should be able 
to embruco their families: the 
Warden agrees that "deprivation 
of an opportunity to embrace 
loved o nes over un extended 
period of time resmlts in psycho 
togical pain 1 '; director Procümer, 
who didn't know r that the plain- 
tiffs have nol been permitted 
even to embrace their families in 
their years in the Adjustment 
Center, said he ‘Vould be 
surprised T if that were the case. 

Condemned by all familiar with 
them. the cruel visiting depriva- 
tions remain. ïnstead of being a 
positivo. therapeu t ie ex pe rienee. 
visits sometimes reinforce the 
prisoner imger. resentment and

V«n*r*oi Ritaatt 

Vénereal dtsease IVD) is the 
gencral name given to these 
diseasea caused by bacterie» 
which are passed direcïly from 
person to persun during sexual 
relations. VD has reached epi¬ 
demie levuls in many parts of the 
U.S, largely due to the public’» 
ignorance of the facts aboul the 
disease. 

Syphilis and gonorrfaea are 
the twu venereai diseunes most 
damaging to mental and phvsi- 
cal health, They are two differ¬ 
ent diseases caused by two 
differentgerrna. A personmay be 
infected with both disenses at 
the s4me time, 

Uonorrhea — comnmnly called 
’dap" — is caused by n germ 
called the gonococcus. it is the 
most eommon of the venergal 
diseases and usually romains 
localized fin one part of the 
body), unlike syphiUs. 

GonoiThea is caught du mg 
intimate physïcal contact with 
the sex organs or rectum of an 
infected porson. In the male, the 
first, symplom is usually a 
buming pain in the penis during 
urination. accompunied by a 
discharge of pua- Tiiis occurs 
two to six days after contact with 
an infccted porson. 

A femalè with gonorrhea 
rarely notices anything wrong, 
She usually does not have a 
bmrning sensation w hen urinat- 
ing, She may or may not have on 
increased vaginal discharge. 
Tbus. she may unknuwingiy 
spread the infection lo others 
and alïow her own infectiou to 
progresa into serious complica- 
tions. 

A sunplc smetir test confinns 
gonorrhea of the penis hut is of 
no value in determining the 
proaence of goinorrhea of the 
female sex organs nr of ihe 
rectum. More complicaied lab- 
j oratory tests are required for ihe 
female, 

Also t ii is possible to have 
gonorrhea of the rectum and not 
know it. al though some pt'Opl^ 
co m pin in of rectal irrilation and 
n discharge.

25 Atmore-Holman Brothers De- 
ferisc CommUtee press release. 

Harris' trial was one of a serie* 
resiilting from frame*up charges 
by the state nf Alahama against 
the Atmore-Halmfin Brothers. AIJ 
of those chargud are members of 
the Inmotes For Aétion |IFA), an 
orgunizalion uf prisoners who are 
trying to make known the condi- 
tions enisting in Al&bama's pris- 
on», Harris was convEcted by an 
alUWhite middlt*cluss, male 
jury* The case was personally 
prosecuted by BaII Raaley, the 
attorney genera! of the state of 
Alabama.. under a 1868 Alabama 
law which carries the death 
penalty for rmirder comtnalted bj r 
a pmcner serving a life sentencc, 

The défénse lawyer for Harris 
was Morris Dees, multiminkin- 
aire, businéssmun/law-yer from 
Montgomery, Alabama. Dee s 
approach was one of isoluling 
Brother Harris from all of the 
other Brothers, though Marris 
was the most important sou ree of 
srength, 

SYSTEM ATI C TLAN 

Dees refused to acknowledgé 
that the trials were a part of & 
system atic plan by the state of 
Alabama to 'Tegidly lynch'' the 
membera of thé 1FA and to 
destroy the IFA. All of the names 
of the Atmore-Holman Brothers 
appeared on a death list compiled 
by the prison officials, Already 
three of the mombers have been 
assassinated — Géorgo Dobbins, 
Tommy Dotson, and Frank X. 
Monre* 

Brother Marris sends the fob 
ïowing message to the People. 

"I do not wish for Morris Dees 
to continue to represent me as my 
attomey. 

<*Morris Dees should never be 
allo wed to represent nny poor and 
oppressod porson.-.He cannot 
possibly un dorst and oor suuggle 
jü 3 t to maiutain a day-io-d&y 
oxistence whether we are in or 
out of prison.

Testifies Before 
SuJbcommtffee 

(Washington, D.Cd — Hous- 
ion, Texas, Police Chief Carrol 
M . Lynn testified here recently 
before a House Judidery sub- 
committee thut the Heusion 
Police Department is ' ‘qutetly 
investigating alteged pressure on 
Lynn to stop his invesiigation of 
massive illegul wiretapping by 
Houston police, 

Lynn claimed that he had been 
onder considerable pressure i*s a 
result of his invealigalion and of 
his being cal led to testify before 
the House subcommittee. 

Asked by Kop. Herman Radiilo 
whethei he (Lynn) was investi- 
gating the. sou rees of the pres- 
sure, Lynn said, “That's diffitull 
to do, Any action I take that 
wou ld appear to protect me wou ld 
probably be blown out of propor- 
tion by sortie people in the media. 

'"But vêiy quietly in somc 
people s spare time we have been 
ooking ïnto 31, ” Lynn said, 

CHARGES 

He has been mvestigating 
charges of illegal wiretappmg 
under the previous police ad- 
ministration headed by former 
police chief Herman Short. Lynn, 
who tnok office in January, ! 97 b 
told a Texas Sonate Consumer 
Affairs subcommittee that the 
number of illegal wiretaps made 
by Houston police si nee 1968 is 
probably up mto the ihmi&und», 
“Wlretapping was so wïde- 
spread," Lynn said. that “i 
would auggest that anyone in 
politica] lïfe has probably heen 
lislened to," 

Elaborating on the kind of 
pressure Lynn has received, he 
told the House subcommittee that 
“’sonte people facïng indiclment 
before a federal grand jury have 
gnné to my bank using false 
Information to get fingernails 
linformatiom on my accounts." 

The Houston police chief said 
that about 200 employees of 
South western Bel] Telephone 
Companv akied the police in the 
j 1 '"gal wiretapping and that Jerry 
I ^laiighter, chief of security for 
9 hweutern Bell, admitiert to 
Lynn in a secrelly tuped con versa- 
tinn that he (Slatlghter) had been 
nwun of the wiretapping hut had 
dom- nothing to slop it 

"Althnugh he (Slaughter) per- 
sonuUy denied givïng illegat 
wiretup Information to luw- en- 


forcement office rs sincé 196G, he 
admitted to me that he w as awnre 
tliat it was being done and that it 
was his pobcy mereïy to look the 
other way," ” Lynn testified. 

Slaughter ennfirmed that he 
had discussed police wiretapping 
last Üctober with Lynn bul that he 
(Slaughteri had made m> state¬ 
ment to Lynn indicaling that he 
had nny involvement in or 
personal knowledge of illegal 
wiretapping by any law r enforce- 
ment agency ai any limo. 

According to Lynn, police 
officers obtïiined help froro 
South we stern employees by 
"finding an employee who had 
violated the law and making [i 


""deal ' that the Bell employee 
‘ would furnish informalion to the 
(police i de part moot ubout where 
to place wiretaps.” 

Lynn and former U.S. Attornoy 
Anthony J.IL Tarris, who also 
testifïed iKifore the House sub- 
commiUee. churged that the 
Houston FBI was negligent in 
investigating report s of wire¬ 
tapping by city police and others, 
Tom Jfordan, former head of the 
FBI s Houston office, dented the 
charges,

Civil Trials 

iChicago, lil.) - A study made 
by the Amoricar. Bar AasocïaUon 
(ARA) Commission on Stand- 
ards of J udicial Adminisiratiorj 
recommends that a unanimou^ 
jury verdict should not be 
required in cert&in civil trials, 
and proposed six-person jurïes 
in fade ral and state civil trials 
and some r rimin ul trials. For 
crimes whose penalty could bé 
more than six months imprbon- 
ment, the Com miss ion réconre 
nu-mis that juries consist of 12 
persom, But for losser criminal 
cases, a jury could consist of 
from six to 12 perwjtis.

The bill is designed to proleet recipients of henefits under certain 
specific federal and federally-assisted programs from ha ving their 
henefits rcducod or ehgibility tor henefits disoontinued as u resuli of 
increosós in mimthly Smhul Security henefits. 

“ft Kas been establishcd thut increases in Social Security benefits 
are reauiting in a decrease in ether income securities, negating in 
part and in some cases all of the Social Security.'* Dellutus stated. 

One bill nddresse.s the problem as it specifically relutes to the 
Supplement ui Security Income program; anmher bilt is directed at 
the Food Stamp program; and the third bill covers Aid to Families 
with Dependen! Chtldren (AFDCb Medraid and certain child 
welfare programs. 

The SiKhid Security “pass through bill would be accomplished 
hy directing the administrators of the programs uddressed to 
disregard increases in monthly Social Security poymenta in 
determining the income and benefit leveJs of the program 
participnuts. The multi-bill approach has been describéd by 
Congresaman Dellums as more “sensible and more responsibte" 
than any other legislation inlrodueed in this aroa, 

Congressman Dellums arrivéd al the essence of the situalion 
when ho siatod, “Our assistance programs should gemiinely 
enhanco the financial security of the aged, widowed, disabled, and 
other low mcouie jK'oplé. ‘

Was Martin Luther King elimi- 
nalcd by <a "niod assassin" or by 
0 wel! coordmated, woli fi- 
naneed, paramilitary operution? 
The official f iet ion mvolves a 
prison escape©» who. without any 
means of support, span da over 
$ 10,000 iet four eounines within 
ten months. This loner ktlls King 
to salisfy his hunger for rccogni- 
tiuii and stutus in “‘White Amer¬ 
ica/' Althóugh this official sce¬ 
nario rcadis simplc enough for our 
chiJdrcn ’s historv texts. the truth 
is far more complex. 

In the last year of his ïïfè, 
Martin Luther King had esealialed 
his rhetoric and protesis against 
the Vietnam War, King’s last 
public speech btosled the war. 

Althóugh the Southern move- 
ment had put several civil rights 
Lawson the books, the slimmer of 
1067 was urban America's hloodb 
est. Correspondingly, the focus 
of King’s politics was shifting 
from civil rights to economie 
issues. King was shot down in the 
mtdsl of a battle in defense of 
strikïng Memphis sanitation 
workers* King’s urguntoing ef- 
forts to lead u mimive Poor 
Peoplo's March on Washington in 
the summer of 1968 were also 
a hortod. 

On the eve of the King sLaymg. 
a Reader's Digvst writer expres* 
sed a view uil loo familiar to 
Watergal© walchers. White the 
uTiter did not rriticï/e King s civil 
rights activitiv» for Blacks, in 
reference to the Poor People's 
March, he ralted King u "natten- 
al securily threat." "King is 
today the most dangerous man 
in America. 

itev. James Luv.son. u King 
assiK iate in Memphis, soid that 
vertuin groups hated King who 
we re m»t “overt rads Is . " bul 
rather, "paranoid patriMs with a 
neuroLtc aoti<ommtinisl fetish.” 
It w r as accepted in the King camp 
that the CIA hud mafiterminded 


thé murder of Makolm X, 
ai luther ’nationul Mccurity 
threat." (Malcolm was slain soon 
after dumping his anti-WhitC 
rh< tr i rii’ fnr internatiumilism. an 
ideology ven* dangerous to the 
powers that mie by divjding the 
races. I 

W uyne Chastnin, the Memphis 
reporter-author w r ho has invesii- 
gated the King assassination 
since it oocured, told this wnter 
that King's death w r as initiated by 
paramilitarists "w r ho didn't care 
tCH"ï inuch obout ï>r, King. Tlieir 
primary objectives were: U Stop 
the Ptror Pêople’s March. 2) As a 
side effect, create racial turmoil 
inthedties. Martini tnw would he 
deckired, as it w r us in Memphis. 
Thé re s he ö "man on a white 
horse' fever in the air. People 
would bo lóokiiig for authoritarinn 
k-adership in im election year." 

The "paraooid patriocs'* are 
wel) organiy.ed into a paramilitary 
"Secret Team/’ an invisible 
govemment, that hos eliminated 
national leaders* and has ctxtrdi- 
Tiated a nat ionwide network of 
Electronic surveillance and poILt- 
ical sabotage aimed at imy; and 
alh opposition. This invisible 
govomonent is a ihree-headcd 
beast composéd óf intel ligence 
agencies, the milUary-industrial 
complex, and organizedcrime.

Ray's rifle. wrap- 
ped m its Jealher case, was 
dropped at the murder scene in a 
bundlc of Kay’s bebngings, 

James Karl Ray had come to 
the Memphis rooming house on 
thut fïiteful day, for what Raoul 
had hyped as a gun-smuggling 
operation that would mnke Ray 
rieb.

Au unuxpected and congé nial 
by-product of Ihe uxchange has 
l>een growing awareneas on our 
part that the de part inent and the 
Black community ut Harvard must 
bu prepared, if need bu. lo fight 
every step óf the way — out m the 
sunlight where al] sides of 
questiens can he closely mvesti- 
gated — for thosv vulues thpt will 
serve the inierests of our peopk. 
in o word, these defenses of the 
du part inent have helped to revive 
moment urn that ut one time 
seemed to have been lost. 

Before we close * attentJon

Why b the slruggle for Black 
Studies at Harvard so crucial? 
Because here onu enoounters the 
high priests of While supremacy 
and class privilege. And here the 
academie leadership has aban- 
doned any prutunsu of marmers, 
of courtesy. of civility in relating 
to the Afro-American Studies 
Department. Aa these leaders 
face the department, it is clcar 


that their intent is to hold Black 
péopieuptó ridicule and kumilia- 
tion and. finally, to isolate and to 
pi^lol whip us into submission as 
the entire Harvard! Community 
watches. (>nce and for all they 
want tolench us a lesson, to show 
uy our place. 

But we refuse to be there: we 
refuse to bnw down in fi-or We 
refuse lo allow an institution 
which uided in the enslavemunt of 
our forefuthers and today in% r ests 
in the blood of ou* pcoplu in 
South Africa to debase us into 
embracing so withered a eoncép- 
tiorr of our humanity. Por Harvard 
does not represent the ideal 
project ion of human possi biliti es. 


We have caught another vision 
— a Vision infnrmód especially by 
thé déup humanity and genius of 
DuBois and Paul Robeson — two 
of the most remarkable men of 
Ihu modem era. Yet nutther was 
consldered good enough to teach 
aL Harvard. Why? Huw caa 
we peimit those whu regarded 
lx>th men as “niggers” unfit to 
te ach at Harvard to deflne for our 
children whal quolitios of mlnd 
and diaracter constitute being 
educated and freo and humane? 
Such a cEipilulation would be a 
nuw and deadly form of slavèry - 
and we want no part of that 
whatsoever.

Finally r we intend to win this 
struggle. If we win ol Harvard, 
the re will be possibilitles for 
victory in Ihis field »]l over ihe 
country. If we folter, the setback 
can only be temporary, for our 
slruggle istied inextricably tothe 
destiny of a great people. So 
whatever the blows we have no 
choicé in the matter: Our rmly 
response can be uuw bursl* of 
unergy and new domands uniit

The handwrking is on the 
wall. The United States: is jeopar- 
diziiig Ets own existence and the 
existence uf all humwnity, ff 
American^ knew the disasters 
thai iay ahead, they wou ld 
tranftform this society lomorrow 
for their own presi^rvalion. The

States. If scholars wish to carry 
their analysis further. they must 
come to terrhs with thut fuur- 
fifths of the world w hich is bem 
on iviping out the power of the 
empire. 

In those terms the Third World 
would be tranaformed from suici¬ 
dal to homictdal, although homi- 
cide is the unlnw ful taking of life, 
and the Third World is ïnvulved 
only in defense. Is the coiri then 
limiet3? Is the govemment of the 
United States suicidal? 1 think so, 

With this rodefmitioju the term 
1 Tevulutiunary suidde" is not as 
sitnplistic as it might seem 
initially. In enining the phrase. 1 
look two knowns and combined 
them lo maké an unknown. a 
neoteric phrase in which the word 
‘Tcvolulionary transforms the 
word “suicide 1 " into an idea that 
has different dimensLons and 
meaniogs. appltcable to a ncw r 
and complex situatiën.

1 was 
confined to ^Tock-up.” a sol it ary 
cell. As the months passed and 1 
remaïned steadfast. they came to 
regard my bohavior as suicidal. I 
was luid that 1 would crack and 
break under the stroin. I did not 
break, nor did I relreat from my 
position. 1 grew strong, 

lf ï had submitted to their 
exploilalion »nd done their will. it 
would have killed my spirit and 
enrutemned me to a living death, 
To coupe rato in prison meam 
reactie na ry suïcide to me. White 
solitary conlinement can be phys- 
ïcaily and meiuiilly destmetive, 
my aclions werc laken with an 
undcFsiandlng of the risk.

APARTHEID AND THE AFRICAN 
WORKER : PROSPECTS FOR CHANGE 


* 'Change in the real sensc — 
cha/ige that provides the Af riant 
with metmingfid contra! over his 
own labor — uill require no less 
than the dismantling of tht> entire 
apartheid System. So writes 
Susan 'Rodgers, a research as- 
sochite för Africa Furid anti 
adjunct professor of African his 
tory at the City Co tic ge of New 
Vork. T)r. Rodgers rcceiued her 
Ph,D , front the Unwemity of Dar 
es Salaam in Tanzania in 1973. in 
the folio wing articte r a United 
Nations document, Dr. Rodgers 
examines the vurrent and histor- 
icai status of the African werking 
r friss of South Africa dominoted 
by White tniiioritv ruit. 

PART 1 

In order to maintam a cïenr 
view of the realitie* of apartheid 
through the «moke screen of 
"changé-onented” speeches thai 
have rocéntly come from the 
moulhs ul prominent South Afri¬ 
can officials p it is perhaps more 
necessary than ever to focus 
direclly on the subject of what 
"change" ean and cannot moan 
in the context of u society 
dedieated to the maimeti&nee and 
roinforcement of White political 
and economie supretnney, 

In partfcular, we mi end to usk 
whal "change” has meant and 
can pass tb ly meun for South 
Africa's Black werkers, and by 
extensimi, for the h‘2 per cent of 
South Africa's populalion their 
earnings must nurlure. 

For while it is the apartheid 
struclure that assures White 
supretnaey in South Africa, it is 
the absolute and complete coiUrol 
and regulatioTi of the Iabor of the 
Black majority that provides the 
sca Bolding on which the South 
African eennomy is erwtetl; and 
it is that cconotny that allows 
White South Af mans to remain 
ixjwerful and to enioy onc of the 
high est standards of living in the 
world. 


!,ike the vota. this Standard of 
living is "fur White» only," who 
number loss than 4 millïon and 
suppty anly 2Ó per cent of South 
Africa's economically active |>op- 
ulation. Seven out of 10 workers 
in South Africa are Afrieuns, 
They constitute 90 per cent of the 
work force in agriculture, for- 
ostry, fishiftg and miningL 65 per 
cent mi electrïcity, gas anti waaier: 
67 per cent in services, and, 60 per 
cent in cünstruclion. 

Whtle black Afrieans contn- 
bute over twö-thirds of South 
Africa's Iabor force. White werk¬ 
ers ram on the average eight 
times as much as thoir Black 
feJIow werkers, Even if one views 
this as a skilted-unskÜled wage 
gap, the differential in industri- 
alized cconomies olsewhcre in the 
world is 1.41. In 1971. the ratio of 
African to European per capita 
was 1 to 20. ThÊs is nel an 
accident. It results from the 
e labor at ion and extensiün of a 
complex web of apartheid poli- 
cies, regukitimis, laws and White 

cifstom" over which African 
workers have no contrei and 
which they have been al most 
powerlcss to inQiionce in any 
way; 

ELEMENTARY RIGHTS OF 
WOKKERS 

The expnnsion, diversification 
and industrialiwition of the South 
African economy during the 20th 
ceruury, and partïrülftriy since 
World War II, far from bringing 
any improvement in the posilinn 
of African workers. has seen the 
stemly ernsioai of the few tenuous 
rights they umv exerciaed and 
hcnce of their ability to affect 
chunge pencefully, Even a pnrtial 
Listing of legislation draling di- 
roctly with the African as a 
worker maken awesome ronding. 

For cxurmple. the Mative Lnbor 
Regubtion Act of 1911 and the 


Bantu Labor Act of 1964 imposes 
a contract labor systèm on 
African werkers. The Xative Land 
Act of 191B and the Bantu Trust 
and Land Act of 1936 deny 
Africans the right to own land. 
The Mines and Works Acts of 
1911 and the Apprenticeship Act 
of 1944 closes training opportu- 
nities for Africans and other 
non-Europeans, The Bantu fUr- 
ban Areas} Consolidation Act of 
1945 sets up "influx contrei” 
machinery and an ' endorsement 
om" system for Africans in 
conjunctifm with puss bws, i.e., 
refcrencc hoeks issued undcr the 
Bantu lAholitlon of Passes and 
Coordination of Documentsl Act 
of 1952. 

HIOIIT TO STRIKE 

The Nativc Labor (Sottlement 
of Disputen} Act of 19 d 3 prohibits 
registered (hence, officially re- 
eogntzed) trade unions for Afri¬ 
can werke rs and deniea thein the 
right to strike posseased by White 
workers, The Industrie Concilia- 
tinn Act of 1956 pmhibits "mix¬ 
ed" trade unions. permilting 
them only in special cases and 
where the elected officers are 
White. The Bantu Laws Amend- 
nu'iit of 1964 virtually eliminates 
the possibility of permanent 
residentie for Africans in areas 
mnsïde the Bantu stans. The 
Bantu Laws iPhysical Planning) 
Amendmenl Act of 1970 alkms 
the Minister of Bantu Adminv- 
strotion and Uevdopment and the 
Minister of Labor to prohibit 
llii‘ entployment of Blacks in any 
job in any area by any employer. 

Such legislatieiip and a myriad 
of other laws and regulations, 
suggests the kind of ^eharnge" 
exptTienced by the African werk¬ 
er in the 2üth century and

Historie Treaty

Through ECWAS, momber 
States will eooperate in such 
heids as imluslry* transport, 
telecommunicaiions, energy, ag- 
riculture, nalural resources, 
com merci?, mimetury und finan- 
dal quegtjons and also in sodiil 
and ciiHural metiers conceming 
raising the Standard of living of 
the peopJe of ECWAS coonlries. 

The famiAtion of ECWAS is 
expected to play a major role in

OF SEX

Richard Pryor is an extraor- 
dinary por tonner. He makes us 
how 1 and educates and inspires 
us al the same time. He accom- 
pHshes this rare feut lotally trom 
a Black perspecthe that speaks of 
and to all humanity. I came awav 
Irom his performance last Fridav 
night at Cakland s Paramount 
Theater a bettec and wisor petsori 
for hflving been there. Few 
comixJinns are so gifted. 

In his ïaUïst Öakland appear- 
ance, before an almost all-Rlack 
audiencc of 3,000 - plus that filkd 
Ihis historie, refurbighed movie 
house, hè seanied right at home. 
He bad the entbusiaslic, mostly 
youngudult audiencc with him all 
the way. It was a marathon 
performance with Pryor alnné on 
stage for more than an hour 
without a break.

Kichard Pryor is famous and 
infainnuy for whot som o ca 11 “his 
fout mouth" - lui integal part of 
hls performance. He is also loveri 
for the vision, commitment and 
incisiveness of hls politica! com- 
inent, partkularly as concerns 
Black life in America. These are 
his iwe special assets and he uses 
thém we 11. 

In thh reviewer*s opmion, 
Richard Pryor's greatest ach ie ve¬ 
men t in a fiustained performance 
as a comedian is his ability to 
co m pel his au die nee to face up lo 
the joy, the humor and dohght 
and the beauty of sexoal activity 
between two human beings- 


Richard Pryor is shocking not 
out of any truth vjoïaléd, cruelty 
in his treatment of people or 
unnatural preoccupation. Sexual 
activity of every varicty is as 
common and universal as the air 
wc breathe, the food we eat, the 
w'ater wé drink. In must ports of 
the so-cnlled developïng world, 
wherc the blessings (?> of capi- 
talist induslrialixaiinn dWt exist 
or are at a very luv. Ie vel, aéxual 
activity and attitudes toward it 
remaïn natural, fun-loving and 
unspoiled. 

Richard Pryor is ' shocking ' 
only becuuse U.S. attitudes and 
behavior in sexual activity have 
been conditinned by the heavy- 
handcd Puritun moraJity of sin 
and the built-in nature of capi- 
tidisï exploitation of womeri as 
ui ft? nor fread passive! receptüi lcs 
of superior (read aggresaive I 
male pleasure socking. 


Richard Pryor turns all this 
around. His humor deals with 
sexunl activity in sueh detail and 
with such truth that after somt? 
time the listoner gels caughl up 
in the insights revealed and 
fargeis aboul the subject as a 
forbiddon One to be dc*alt with 
only in the móst intimate com- 
pauy. With Pryor we, men and 
wonen, laugh ut ourselv&s e- 
qually. 

Richard Pryor could bé more 
GxpUcii, more detailed. His ]an^ 
guLige could he even more 
colorful, imaginative and ex- 
plosivé. Pree Black speech on this 
subject is. He is obviously aware 
of his audience s limitations in 
confrotiting and dealing with 
truly free Block speech cm sex, 
and of the LegitimaU? need fo keep 
workmg, 

He is already weü ahead of his 
time. But his audiences, mostly 
Black urid mostly younger, are 
bst catching up with him. To 
maintain the 1 vanguard unique- 
ness of his art he must stay out 
there in front. 

Pryor ended his performance 
Friday night with a wonderful 
display of his vocal acting nbility. 
doing an old man s monulogue 
that was dramatic as well as 
funny, It is, however, the kind of 
piece that can be done before anv 
audience. The Paramount au- 
die nee wantod more of the Pryor 
they most directly relate to and 
love. Oakbmd is that way. 
Richard. Wo can handle it. 

The Mighty Ck>uds of Joy 
gospel group that préCéded 
JVyor, was disappointing. Gospel 
is perfect inUoduction or backup 
for Pryor. But Friday night. the 
Mighty Clouds gave u» some* 
thing loss than the excitéinem 
juid drivg of true gospel. The 
audience wa* quite polite to the 
Mighty Clóuds, but dearly un- 
inoved by their performance.:

CONTINUED KROM PAGE lï 
by doing so t my resistance told 
them that 1 rejected all they stood 
for* Even though my struggle 
might have harmed my health,, 
even killed me, 1 looked upon it as 
a way of rai-sing the conscioua- 
ness of the other inmates, as a 
contribmion to the ongoing rove^ 
lution. ünly resistance can de- 
stroy the pres^ures thal cause 
reacüün&ry suicidei 

The concept of revolutionary 
suïcide is not defeatist or fatalis- 
tic. On the contrary, it conveys an 
awareness of reality in combina- 
tien with the posaibility of 
hope—reaüty becaust the revolu- 
tionary must always be prepared 
to Tacedeath. nmi hope because it 
symbolizes a resolute determina- 
tion to bring about change. Above 
all, it demands that the revotu- 
tionnry see his death and his Life 
as one piece. Chaimian Mao says 
that deoth comes to alE of us, bol 
it varies in its significa nee; to die 
for the reaclionaiy is lighter than 
a feather; to die for the revolutirm 
is heavier than Mbunt Tal. ,

Cominentiiigon the tour, llrnth- 
er Dupree aaid: + *Well, it w'asnH 
my world, you know. but a Black 
l>ers£in could leam u Lot from it* 
their aspecls of life,” 

Explaining what he mcaru, 
Brother DupTee went on, "From 


my point of view, it seems like 
we've (Black American3) been 
surrounded, brainwashed by a lot 
of bullshit from ihv White fulks. 

"But, over the re, they re doing 
their owTi thing. Instead of being 
run by White folks, they re run by 
their own man, Chairman Man. 

\\ f ere yriu impressed by what 
you saw T Brnther Dupree was 
asked?

Rhodesia Dropped 
From * 7 6 Olympics 

(Laiisanne, Switïerland) - The International Otympic Committee, 
under pressure from Black African countries. voted 41-25 here on 
May 23 to withdraw its recognition of Rhodesia and ©xclude it from 
the 197G OïympiC Games, 

The voto cutminated a victorinus campaign by Black Africans 
against the racial segiegaiton polides of both Rhodesia and South 
Afriea, which has been expelled since the 19B4 games and which 
was ex pel led from the Olympic movement in 1970. 

The International Olympic Committeo acied under the implied 
threaL of u boyCOtt of the Summer Gainey in Montreal in I97G if 
Rhodesia werc ullowed to compote. An explicit ihreat by Black 
Africans at the 1972 Surnmer Games in Munieb led t© the ousler of 
ihe Rhodesian team alter it arrived lo compete. 

The Su prème Council for Smïri in Africa» which re presents 45 
African countries. hailed the IOC vote at its annual meeting 
Abraham ürdia* a .Nigerian who heads the Cduncil, termed the 
■■ a victory f«r the world" and a rejeclion of the "periuciout. 
philosophy of apartheid Ir ad al segregation)," 

In a petition to the International Committee signed by 19 African 
countries - includmg Fthinpia, Egypt. Libyo and Tunisia - the 
National Committee of Rhodesia was accused of "practicingracial 
discrimination against the Africans by not allowing multl-rucial 
competilions and by failing to guaraniee the eqoality uf training 
facililics and inatallalions." 

AU of this is part and paree! of the system of apartheid and this 
action anno at the time for Rhodeda's 250,000 Whites to yield 
coTitroI of the gnvernmeiu to the country's five million Blacks.
